1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to approve of and con- 
firm the action taken in the adjourned meeting on date of 
July 10, 1956 of the annual meeting of March 13, 1956, 
whereby in consequence of a part of a certain resolution 
presented and adopted at said adjourned meeting, the 
sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2000) was added to the 
1956 Town budget and said sum was actually raised by 
taxation in the year 1956 to pay for a portion of the cost 
of installation of the new central heating plant and its 
affiliated equipment. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of not exceeding Fourteen Thousand Dollars 
($14,000) to pay balance of cost incurred in connection 
with the installation of Town Hall new central heating 
plant and system connected herewith; the sum of Two 
Thousand ($2,000) plus interest to be raised by taxa- 
tion in the year 1957, and the Board of Selectmen and 
Town ‘Treasurer authorized to borrow the remaining 
amount of not exceeding Twelve Thousand Dollars 
($12,000) on the note or notes of the Town of Warner, 
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New Hampshire, to be paid off in the sum of Iwo Thou- 
sand Dollars ($2,000) annually until said note or notes 
are paid in full. 


5. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 

the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100) for the Dart- 
mouth-Lake Sunapee Region Association for the purpose 
of promoting and publicizing the natural advantages of 
the ‘Town, together with other towns in the region. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Seven Hundred Seven Dollars ($707) towards 
payment of the Concord Hospital deficit. 


7. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Four Hundred Dollars ($400) for Pine 
Blister Rust Control in the Town in co-operation with the 
State Forestry Department. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) for new 
equipment; the sum of ‘Twenty-five Hundred Dollars 
($2,500) to be raised by taxation in 1957 and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow 
on the note, or notes of the Town the sum of ‘Twenty-five 
Hundred Dollars ($2,500) to be payable on or before De-

9. On petition of ten or more legal voters, to see if the 
Town will vote to make available and use Town Road 
Aid funds (contributed by Town and State of New Hamp- 
shire) for the year 1957 and each succeeding year thereafter 
as may be sufficient to properly complete grading and 
oiling of the road leading from Coal Hearth Cemetery to 
the residence of Searle F. Holmes on Burnt Hill in said 
Town of Warner. 


10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow money in the anticipation 
of taxes on the note, or notes of the Town, payable on or 
before December 31, 1957. 
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11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell property taken for taxes. 


12. To hear reports of the Officers of the Town here- 
tofore chosen and Committees appointed and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


13. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

After several years of having a fairly constant teaching 
staff, we have had numerous changes this year. Mrs. Ellen 
Pillsbury was promoted to the vacant principalship at the 
Graded School and Mrs. Vernice Dwinnells was employed 
in Mrs. Pillsbury’s position. The greatest change, however, 
occurred in the high school. Mr. Charles Laber is the new 
teacher of agriculture replacing Earle Randall who left 
teaching. Miss Elizabeth Otten is the new mathematics 
and science teacher replacing Starvro Chagrasulis who also 
left teaching. Douglas Brown is the new social studies 
teacher replacing E. Curtis Hall who accepted a teaching 
position in Massachusetts. Mr. Brown coached. the cross 
country team to another championship, and will coach 
girls’ basketball this winter. Edgar Kenney, the new com- 
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mercial teacher, who replaced Mrs. Mildred White, will 
also coach basketball and baseball. Mrs. Dorothy Atherton 
is the Homemaking teacher, replacing Miss Betty Barton 
who left to teach in New York state. 

This is a very large change of personnel and puts extra 
burden on the Principal to mold the staff into a good 
working unit. A good start has been made in developing 
the team work necessary if we are to continue a good pro- 
gram for our high school pupils. 

One of our chief difficulties is the large number of 
courses offered for the size staff that we have. The Junior 
High group should have more supervised study and a 
more varied program but with the present staff it is im- 
possible. I would suggest that another teacher be added to 
the staff and that he should be a person who has been 
trained for Junior High School (seventh and eighth grade) 
work. 

We seem to be getting more Sutton children than we 
have for the past few years, and it looks as though we 
might have some more next year. I know that the parents 
who have sent their children to Simonds have been pleased 
with the results. A fairly good indication that we are meet- 
ing the needs of these pupils. | 

I have been working with the School Planning Commit- 
tee since late spring, and they will be ready to report to 
the next annual meeting if their report is not in this town 
report. The Committee has had many valuable discus- 
sions and has visited both schools while they were in ses- 
sion. At the moment I am not sure what their conclusions 
and recommendations will be, but I am sure they will be 
constructive. 

More needed improvements have been made in the 
high school. New light fixtures of the fluorescent type have 
been installed in the English room, and the front porches 
have been repaired. 

Teacher supply in the state is very limited and will 
continue to be so for some years to come. There are going 
to be more children in schools. The total number of 
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births in the nation is increasing each year and these chil- 
dren are going to create a greater bulge than we already 
have. Towns are going to compete for teachers in the 
open market which will make it impossible for school dis- 
tricts to employ teachers at the present salaries. Some 
adjustment will have to be made on the salary schedule 
because some school districts are hiring beginning teachers 
in some fields at salaries that are equal to our maximum 
figure. Small districts are being squeezed by the larger 
districts in this inflationary trend. 

State and federal aid to Warner is very small and the 
outlook is not too good. At the present time, there is some 
state aid for construction and there may possibly be some 
federal aid if the segregation problem does not get in- 
volved in the federal building aid program again. 

These are trying times for small school districts and I 
appreciate the burden you have to bear. I am sure, how- 
ever, that Warner will continue to provide the best edu- 
cation possible for its children.

8. To choose Agents, Auditors, and Committees in re- 
lation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


9. ‘To see what sum of money the School District will 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for the 
salaries of School District officials, and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the District, and to 
authorize the application against said appropriations of 
such sums as may be received from any state or federal 
program for the support of public education, together with 
other income; the School Board to certify to the Selectmen 
the balance between the estimated revenue and the ap- 
propriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. 


10. To see if the District will vote to approve the em- 
ployment of an architect to aid in drawing preliminary 
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plans for a new school building or an addition to one of 
the present buildings. 


11. To see if the District will vote to install an oil 
burner in the elementary school. 


12. ‘To see whether the School District will vote to au- 
thorize and direct the School Board to execute a release 
to Leonard F. Davis, his heirs, successors and assigns of any 
interest that the School District has or may have in a 
certain lot of land in the Town of Warner sometimes 
called the Schoolhouse lot at Davisville, and more par- 
ticularly bounded and described as follows: — 


Southerly by highway leading from Davisville to Di- 
mond’s Corner, westerly by land now or formerly of 
Charles Annis, northerly by the Warner River, and 
easterly by land now or formerly of Mrs. Moses ‘Trus- 
sell. 


13. To see if the district will authorize the School Board 
to make application for and to receive, in the name of 
the District, such advances, grants in aid, or other funds 
for educational purposes as may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government and/or 
State Agencies. 


14. ‘To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
